ALTGELD AND H

“Coin” Harvey Talks of the Trusts 
and Why They Are Being Formed.

Thursday's conference of Democratic Na- 
tional! Committcemen and ite probable re- 
sults are the points of interest in the gath- 
ering of Democratic clans in St. Louis. Of 
course everybody is interested in the ban- 
quet, but that is a certainty, about which 
there is no room for epeculation, while 
the conference is liable to produce the most 
moméntous resulta to the Democratic 
party. 

The feature of it which attracts most at- 
tention is the fight that will be made on 
John, P. Aligeld and Editor P. J. Devlin of 
the Democratic National Press Bureau. 

William J. Stone, Naticnal Committee- 
man for Missouri, finds l.imself the center 
of a storm cloud. Upon his course depends 
the future of poth these gentlemen. Stone 
has said that the meeting of National Com- 
mitteemen is for conference end not ac- 
tion. But all the powers of chairman have 

en conferred upon him by Senator James 

. Jones. and it is almost certain that the 
meeting will result in more than .a~confer- 
ence. 

The situation Is this: Altgeld bolted the 
regular organization in Illinois and became 
a candidate for os * r of Chicago against 
Carter Harrison. arrison and about 20) 
of bis followers had pledged themselves to 
support financalally the Ways and Means 
Committee. Chairman James K. Jones 
was undiplomatic enough to lend a left- 
handed support to Altgeld in his course and 
to authorize the publication by Devlin of a 
virulent attack on Harrison. The result 
was the creation of a deep resentment in 
the minds of the Harrison crowd and the 
regular State organization against Jones, 
Deviin and Altgeld. 

Altgeld is a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee and Devliti edits the lit- 
erature which is sent .cut from headquar- 
ters in Chicago hearing the stamp of au- 
thority from the National Committee. The 
Ways and Means Commiitee

and every Democrat who hadi sworn alleg- 
if to Harrigon. This conference of the 
National Committee offere1 en opportunity 
to get even with Altgeld and Devlin and to 
“roll them.” 

For this purpose Walter Watson, chair- 
man of the Illinois Committee, and Thomas 
Gahan, Illinois’ National Committeeman, 
aré in St. Loufs. Thursday they will be 
joined by over 1 members of the Illinois 
Committee and chairmen of County Com- 
mittees, all armed with meaat-axes and 
decked out {n war-paint and feathers. This 
crowd will insist that tho National Com- 
mittee remove Altgeld from the Ways and 
Means Committee and Devlin from any 
part in the National Press Bureau. 

Stone has ample power to accede to their 
wishes and allow the question to go before 
the committee. If he does, which is more 
than likely, Messrs. Altgeld and Devlin will 
probably be “rolled.” The disposition 
among members of the committee seems 
to be that the regular organization in ]lii- 


- Nols should be recognized and the relations 


between it and the National Committee 
Should be harmonious. Altgeld is regarded 


' aS a bolter—and Devlin is looked upon as 


dangerous:to the peace and harmony of the 
party. These things will not come to pages 
without a fight. Altgeld will be here and 
he will not allow himself to be “rolled’’ 
without a struggle. 

' Another interesting event anticipated is 
‘the resignation of Senator Teller and Allen 
from the Ways and Means Committee. 
Neither has been doing any active work. 
and both are ready to get out. Their resig- 
nations are desired by a majority of the 
National Committee for the reason that 
neither is a Democrat, and sentiment seems 
to tend toward a dissolution of the alliances 
with silver Republicans and Populists. No 
other interpretation can be put upon the 
willingness of these gentlemen to leave the 
Democratic -harness, and the willingness 
of the Democrats to let them go.

JUDGE BIGG'S REPLY, 


A SUPPLEMENTAL oe 
OPINION EN THE COW CASE. 


A QUESTION OF COURTESY. 


Sarcastic Response Made to the Re- 
markable Opinion Filed By a Ma- 
jority of the Court of Appeals. 


Judge William H. Biggs of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals filed & supplemental dis- 
senting opinion Wednesday-in the case of 
James T. Wasson, respondent, ageinsi Juhn 
J. McCook, receiver. 

This is the remarkabie cow case, in which 
Judges Bland and Bond filed a supplemental 
opinion Tuesday severely upbraiding Judge 
Biggs for filing a dissenting opinion with- 
out first submitting it to a majoriw of the 
court. They accused Judge Biggs of: dis- 
courtesy. 

“T am an. old-fashioned Democrat.” gald 
Judge Biggs, referring to the incident, “‘and 
I file my supplemental opinion to show that 
I know what courtesy is.”’ 

The opinion reads as iollows: 


My reason for filing a dissenting opinion in 
this case, in the first instance, was the state- 
ment in the majority opinion, to-wit: “ft is 
clear from all the evidence that she (the cow) 
was not on the track at the crossing when she 
was overtaken and thrown onto the pilot on 
the engine.”’ This alleged fact was treated 
as of great importance by my learned asso- 
clates. They bave filed a supplemental opinion 
that is quite remarkable in some respects. 
They now admit that there is no foundation 
4n the evidence foi® the above statement, and 
they undertake to excuse thémselves for their 
evident lack of attention and work by ac- 
cusing me of concealing from them the blua- 
der they had made. If they had given the 
true histéry of the case I would haye been re- 
lieved of the necessity of writing this sup- 
plemental opinion, for had the facts been given 
their accusation would have been completely 
answered. The following are the facts: 

The case has been to this court twice. On 
the ‘first appeal’ (70 Mo.. App., 398) Judge 
Bond- wrote the opinion, to-which I dissented. 
In the first draft of the opinien he. reversed 
the judgment without remanding the cause. 
Afterwards the opinion was modified so as 
to remand. -Upon the second trial the. evi--. 
dence was substantially the same and the 
case was submitted to the jury precisely as 
directed in the majority opinion, and the plain- 
tiff again recoyered. On the second appeal the 
case was assigned to me. I wrote.an opinion 
affirming the judgment. That. opinion’ was 
fully concurred in by my associates and was 
filed March 21, 1899.' Against my vote a mo- 
tion for rehearing was sustained, and there- 
upon a resuimission of the case was. ordered 
and the task o” writing a second opinion was 
assumed by Judge Bland. 

The resubmission was ordered without. the 
consent of either party. Our disagreemenis 
were so pronounced that Judge -Bland. in pre- 
paring his opinien, marked me-as dissenting. 
thereby giving me to understand that further 
suggestions from me would not be entertained, 
of which complaint is made. I had no reason 
to believe that the error in the majority opin- 
jon was the result of a mistake or oversight. . 
T had read the evidence at least four times 
ami I took it for granted that my learned 
brothers had l'kewise discharged their duty. If 
the case had been before the court for the firat 
time I assuredly would have called attention 
to the error, but I presumed, and I was justi. 
filed in the presumption, that my associates 
had found something in the record which had 
escaped my attention. They now confess that 
their opinion rests on a false basis of fact. and 
they seek to escape the foree of their blunder 
by accusing me of bad faith or lack of cour- 
tesy. 

The plain truth is that, although the facta 
were under discussion at four different times 
the case was finally disposed of without a 
careful reading of the record. Litigants have 
the legal right to have their causes disposed of 
upon the records, and nothing else will or 
ought to satisfy them. 

It will be noted that when the motion for 
rehearing was enstained the cause was resyb-: 
mitted without the consent and in the absence 
of the respondent. Such has not been the 
rule of practice, and, in my opinion. there is no 
warrant for it. It is unjust in its operation. 
In this case the appellants filed an elaborate 
brief in sitpport of the motion for rehearing 
and the respondent should bave been given an 
oportunity to reply. W. H. BIGGS.

[ARE MET-WITH OPPOSITIONS. 


BLOSSOM NEWCOMB’S*BODY MAY 
NOT BE DISINTERRED. 
Parents of the Girl Say They Will Not 
Permit It—Mr. Eggers’ Trip 
May Prove a Frutite 
sless One.

RICHVIEW Il, May %-Circuit Attor- 
ney Eggers and) Deputy Coroner Ludwig 
of Bt. Louis arrived at Ashley at 10:30 
o’clock this morning. They went there in- 
Stead of Nashville, the gounty seat, to 
secure permission to exhume the body of 
Blossom Newcomb. No county offcers re- 
side at Asley. It will be necessary for 
these two officers to proceed to Nashville 
unless they can secure the desired au- 
thority by telephone. The grave of Blos- 
som Newcomb is at this place. The ex- 
amination can hardly bé made until late 
this afternoon. 


“If they take my dear little Blossom’s 
body from its resting place, they will have 
to take me. They shall not harm her or 
take away a hair of her head. I hate St. 
Louis and rue the day mg child left us to 
go there. Ghe has come back to us dead 
and at rest and they shalJ not disturb her. 
[I will not permit her grave to be opened. 
I raised Blossom. right ami I do not believe 
that she ever did anythipg wrong. If the 
people in the city think our little girl did 
wrong let them investigate. God knows al] 
things and I do not fear what people may 
learn, but they shall nog disturb Blossom.” 

These and other impagsioned expressions 
came from Mrs. James: Newcomb, mother 
of Blossom Newcomb, Who died mysterious- 
ly in St.. Louis May. 14, when the family 
here was informed Wednesday morning 
that Circuit Attorney Eggers and Mr. Lud- 
wig were coming from $f Louis to exhume

Mrs. New¢gmb was expecting a caller this 
mornifig. Mews of the investigation be- 
gan in St. Louis reached her yesterday. 
She anticipated a visit and feared the caller 
would be an official, come to do what she 
had: vowed she would prevent. ; 

There was little sleep in the farm home 
last night. Day brought only agitation 
with the closer approach of climax. Mrs. 
Newcomb declared immediately that she 
would not permit Blossom’s grave to be 
disturbed. Mrs. Newcomb is old. She is a 
grandmother. She has borne the weight of 
woe for years. Her features and silvery 
hair show its Imprint, but she has not suc- 
cumbed to trouble. She made the declara- 
tion that her child’s grave should not be 
disturbed with determination. Her face 
looked almost fierce. Her bent shoulders 
straightened. True her foot tapped ner- 
vously on the white wood floor and her un- 
derlip quivered perceptibly, but behind the 
steel-mounted giasses the aged gray eyes 
shone brightly and with the light of unal- 
terable determination. 

The sweet breath of the strawberry flelds 
came in through the windows. A quail 
called from a distant meadow. The morn- 
ing breeze simmered lazily through tamali- 
pas trees about the house. 

The mother § face relaxed. Her hand 
sought her chair and rested her head. Her 
eyes softened. She turned them from the 
visitor and looked out through the dovr, 
far down the lane to where a railroad train 
was speeding citywards. 

A barefooted grandson romped into the 
room and laid his curly head in grandma's 
lap. All the harshness left her fact, moist- 
ure succeeded brightness in her eyes. She 
ciasped the lad and wept on his curls while 
he only laughed and wondered. She was 
a care-weighted mother, an avenging pa- 


ent. 

Presently Blossom’s father came up from 
the berry fields. The wife of Blossom’s 
brother also came. The family discussed 
the matter, and could not determine 
whether to offer euch resistance as lay in 
their power against opening the grave. 
Said the father: ‘‘We are Blossom's par- 
ents and we are the ones to be consulted 
first. I do not know what I shall do until 
the St. Louis officials’arrive here. Their 
course will probably determine mine.” 

The facts related by ‘Blossom’s parents 
strengthen the evidence on which Circuit

Louis Tuesday that an indictment would 
follow the investigation,

He went into the room last night to get 
a drink of whisky and got hold of the 
wrong bottle and took a large swallow.

Fulton Insane Asylum Managers Re- 
fuse to Obey the Investigators’ 
Recommendation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 2%,—It has 
‘been learned here that the Board of Man- 


| agers of the Insane Asylum at Fulton to- 
‘day adopted a resolution, “that this board 
has the utmost confidence in the honesty, 
ability, virtue and movraiity of the superin- 
| tendent of this institution, and that we re- 
'fer the people to his record in the past and 
to the present condition of the institution 
as a guarantee of his faithfuiness in the 
future: that the recommendation made by 
the committee that this board remove the 
superintendent from this institution we 
treat with the contempt which it deserves, 
and most emphatically decline to do so.”

Railways to File Information

JEFFDRSON CITY, Mo., May 4.—The 
resolution adopted late yesterday by the 
State Board of Equalization requiring the 
street railroads to file information about 
their business for assessment purposes 
which may be used to estimate and assess 
their franchises was offered by Attorney- 
General Crow and adopted by unanimous 
vote. It is stated that it means that fran- 
chises are to be assessed. 

Attorney-General Crow says he is in favor 
of taxing them under the present law and 
that he will do what he can to that end. 

Gov. Stephens says the resolution means 
that the board is going to assess franchises 
if it can be done, That he is willing to 
test the matter in the court. 

State Treasurer Pitts gays he does not 
know yet what the board will do. The 
resolution was the same as adopted last 
rear and he did not knoW what action the 
oard will take when the information has 
been furnished. It is claimed here by those 
who know that Treasurer Pitts is expected 
to vote with Stephens and Crow In assess- 
ing franchises this time and that will: give 
a majority for this class of assessments, 
but Pitts does not say what he will do. 

Nobody knows what caused this change 
of opinion by the Treasurer, unless it is 
that he is a candidate for the Auditorship 
and hopes thereby to increase his chances 
with the plain people who pay taxes. 

At any rate, a year ago, when Attorney- 
General Crow, in a series of resolutions 
presented to the board. proposed to assess 
the franchises of public and quasi-public 
corporations. Treasurer Pitts voted with 
Auditor Seibert and Secretary of State Le- 
sueur against them and they were defeated.

1899. by Press Publishing Company 
LONDON, May %.-—At the request of 
your correspondent, Henry Lahouchere, 
editor of Truth and Liberal statesman, 
writes the following, to be cabled to the 
Post-Dispatch: 


Whilst fully appreciating the womanly 
virtues and many excellent qualities of the 
Queen, I do not believe they have any ef- 
fect upon the relations between the Unfted 
States and the British Empire. The sov- 
ereign with us reigns, but does not rule. 
No doubt, as a woman, the Queen enjoys 
the respect of al] alike within and with- 
out the empire, but were we unfortunately 
to lose her, I cannot suppose this would 
in any way alter our rélations with the 
United States or with any other contry. 
In these rélations, sentiment. kinship, etc., 
play an important part. 

The business of every country is to look 
after its own interests, with due regard 
to what is just toward other countries, 
and it is likely that in the near future We 
shail have our differences with the United 
States. Whenever th‘s occurs I trust that 
we and you will have sense to ‘arrange 
them by negotiation, and if negotiation 
fails, by arbitration, instead of by cut- 
ting each other's throats. 

Personally, I have always been a great 
admirer of your country, and have re- 
gretted when any differences of opinion 
between us and it have arisen, but I am 
not a sentimentalist. If ever, as is pos- 
sible, such differences arise in future, I 
hope the press of both countries will do 
its utmost to arrange instead of envenom- 
ing them, whether the sovereign of the 
British Empire and the President of the 
Republic be examples of all the domestic

and permitting the bankers to do thelh 
thinking for them on that subject, what 
next do they try? They come together and 
say: ‘We are all losing “money,” or, we 
are practically making nothing.’ Consump- 
tion is limited, and our expenseg are too 
much for the business we are doing. By 
consolidating we can cut down expenses, 
Where 10 of us now have each @ super, 
intendent. or 10 superintendents in all, wé 
ean let nine go; one set of -bookkeepers 
can do the work for the consolidation; the 
salary each firm is now paying a firm of 
lawyeré, Means one salary to one firm of 
attorneys for all of us. n this way our 
expenses will be reduced ma erial y and 
competition will be stopped. We can thus 
the more easily maintain prices; bein 
strong, manufacturing. on such a larg 
scale, we can discourage competition by 
undervelling any new competitor in his 
chosen terfitory; ohece in full possession 
of the merket we can fix prices on the 
raw material we usé; we will make prices 
at both ends—the buying end and the agll- 
ing end. 

“And, thus, having run up against a rock, 
low prices of property (which is another 
name for the high price of money) our 
manufacturers go around -the roek. Or to 
state it another way, finding a trust on 
money existing, they are forced, in the 
absence of ovemhrowing the money trust, 
to §° and do likewise.”’ 

“You speak of the high price of money; 
what have you to say as to the claim that 
money is cheaper now than ever before? 
That it can be borrowed for one-haif the 
rate of interest as formerly 

My statements have-had sole reference 
te the purchasing price of money—not.-its 
hiring price. To buy money with one’s 
property or services is the only proper 
and safe way to get it. In this eense, 
money is high. But the tiring price of 
money is low and for this reason: The 
money-lenders have hoarded monéy and are 
using it for money-lending purposes. And 
the competition to loan it has brought 
down the lending price. ‘Money lending is 
of recent origin, except that it existed 200C 
years ago. When you have laws encour: 
uging the hoarding of money you divert it 
from its intended function.

BRILLIANT ENDS. 


CAMPAIGN IN WHICH 400 NA- 
TIVES WERE KILLED, 


Peace Is Not Yet Sighted in the Phil- 
ippines, and It Is Said That Otis 
and McKinley’s Commis- 
sioners Did Not Agree 
as to Policy. 


(By Associated Press.) 

MANILA, May 24, 6:2 p. m.—TWo com- 
panies of the Third Infantry and two com- 
panies of the ‘Twenty-second Infantry, 
forming Gen, Lawton’s rear guard, return- 
ing from San Miguel to Balinag yesterday, 
escorting a signal party which was picking 
up wire laid with Gen. Lawton’s expedition, 
found that the insurgents had reoccupied 
the country and fighting followed from 
daylight until the Americans camped at 
night. But the troops completed their work, 
though harassed by the enemy. 

One American was killed and 14 were 


wounded. The troops captured 20 prisoners 
and 30 rifles. 

It developed to-day that five men in- 
stead of one were drowned by the sinking 
of a raft loaded with soldiers of the Four- 
teenth Regiment at the ey ferry. 

Twenty insurgents were killed and 40 were 
wounded in “the engagement with Major 
Bell, a reconnoitering party, consisting of 
two companies of the Fourth Cavalry, in 
the vicinity of Santa Arita, yesterday. 

Gen. Lawton, with most of his troops, has 
arrived at Malolos. His expedition marched 
120 miles in 20 days, had 22 fights, captured 
28 towns, destroyed 200,000 bushels of rice 
and only lost six men killed and 31 wounded. 

Gen. Lawton estimates that his troops 
killed 400 insurgents and Wounded double 
that number. 

The Oregon and Minnesota Regiments are 
returning to Manila.

LAWTON’S HARD CAMPAIGN. 
Found Traces of the Yorktown’s Men 
at San: Isidro. 

MANILA, May 24.—Gen. Lawton has just 
ended tis thirty days of continuous cam- 
paigning and is resting at Candaba. De- 

scribing his operations he said to-day: 

“It pained me when we got into San Is!- 
dro to see on the walls of the prison there 
the names of fifteen Americans from the 
Yorktown. From Col. Ray, the Spanish of- 
ficer ‘whom he rescued, I learned that one 
of the American prisoners escay from his 
captors. His freedom was short-lived for 
he was afterward recaptured. He was 
stretched on the ground before hts fellow- 
prisoners and twenty lashes were given to 
him. 

“We found a letter near San Isidro, writ- 
ten by one of the Yorktown crew, saying 
that they were being kicked, that their hair 
was ing pulled out and. that they were 
cru treated in various. Other-ways arid 
praying their fellow-countrymen to hurry 
to their release. 

‘Rie insurgents-make a practice of mur- 
dering Chinamen who fall into their hands, 
and our men, I suppose, should consider 
themselvés fortunate that they have not 
been similarly treated, though the cruelties 
and indignities heaped upon them must be 
hard to bear. I would have advanced to 
Tarlac, but was informed that I was north 
of the insurgents’ main forces. Hence I 
asked for Kobb’s brigade, I can advance 
and reach Tarlac in six days unless the 
present negotiations between the Filipinos 
and our commission accomplish peace 
The whole country is nothing but intrench- 
ments. I have had during the past month 
2 engagements. Six of my men have 
been killed in the fleld, two have died from 
wounds and thirty-five have been wounded, 
The losses of the insurgents were over 
400 killed, while we have taken 1000 pris- 
oners. I released 11 Gpanish_ prisoners, 
established civil government in San Miguel, 
Balanag and San Isidro and safely con- 
ducted 640 Chinese refugees who were in 
fear for their lives. In the section tra- 
versed I have destroyed 200,000 bushels of 
rice, 165 tons of sugar and 10,000 bushels 
of corn. The supplies I destroyed would 
feed an army of 30,000 men six months. I 
@ave each of my prisoners a square meal 
and then turned them loose after destroy- 
ing their arms. Here are whole companies 
of Bolomen at Tarlac, with no other weap- 
Ons except the primitive ones they carr 

“It is my opinion that, once the insu 
rection is over, little trouble will be ex- 
perienced with natives, who have been 
falsely impressed with their power by their 
Jleaders. The native priests have given 
much assistance to me. The country 15 
grandly beautiful and fertile. Few white 
men have ever penetrated into the moun- 
tains on account of the prevailing fear of 
the igorotes, who inhabit the highlands 
and whose flerceness has been greatly ex- 
aggregated. These mountaineers are really 
harmless. 

“In the provinces of Bulucan and Neu- 
Vaecija my men stood well the long marches 
they were forced to make and they are in 
a healthy condition. 

“IT must mention my brave scouts, twen- 
ty-five in number. I deeply deplore the 
loss of Chiefs Young and Harryington, 
two as brave and fearless men as I ever 
met. The work done by the scouts thas 
been equal to that of any regiment in the 
Philippines.

Otis and Commissioners Differ on Pol- 
icy to Be Pursued. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, May 24.—It is evident 
from the official and press dispatches re- 
ceived from Manila that a majority of the 


American Commissioners disagree with 
Gen, Oris on the proper policy to pursue 
to bring peace to the Philippines. It is also 
evident, and admitted by officials here, 
that Admiral Dewey did not fully indorse 
Gen. Otis’ plans in this matter. 

Otis does not want to parley. He wants 
to crush the Filipino army, at whatever 
cost, first: then talk peace, if there should 
be any rebels left to conduct negotiations. 

On cha other hand, a majority of Mc- 
Kinley’s #Commissioners hope to end the 
war without any more fighting, and look 
for diplomacy to ald them in bringing about 
the result. It is said by those close to 
the President. that he leans to the side of 
his commissioners, and that he has been 
fortified in this view by the opinions of 
Admiral ‘Dewey, who, it is said, thinks a 
mistake has been made in the policy pur- 
sued toward the Filipinos. One reason of 
home-coming, it is 
understood, was because of his desire tc 
avoid any friction with Gen, Otis, whose 
policy does not wholly meet Dewey’s ap- 
proval., 

Press dispatches from Manila to-day do 
not hold out much hope of. a successful 
termination of the negotiations now in 
progress at Manila, 

It is said that the Filipinos are dismaved 
at the terms offered by President Mc- 
Kinley, realizing that they are offered noth- 
ing but vague promises of posstble repre- 
sentation in case of compliance with the 
American demand thaa they lay down 
arms. They say they asked for independ- 
enca and liberty with dignity, under the 
protection of the United States, and are 
offered nothing but «he indefinite assurance 
that individual natives ought to hold of- 
ficial positions under the proposed govern- 
ment. The commissioners have great dread 
of the significance of future Congressiona) 


Jegislation. 


A (Manila banker is quoted as saying: 

“The present proposals are only a repe- 
tition of the provisions of the commission 
proclamation, That means that this is an 
American colony. You have adopted the 
imperialist policy; then why «alk over mat- 
ters with the envoys of a hostile force, 
which must be crushed before such a gov- 
ernment as is proposed can be established ?”’ 


FUNSTON LEADS AGAIN. 
Kansas and Montana Men Disperse a 
Force of 800 Insurgents. 
MANILA, May 24, 8 p. m.—Gens. MacAr- 
thur and Funston, with the Kansas and 
Montana Regiments and the Utah Battery, 
have dispersed 800 insurgents who were en- 
trenched on the railroad beyond San. Fer- 

nando, near Santa Anita. 

The American scouts were fired upon 
from the trenches unexpectedly and with- 
drew. The firing was heard at San Fer- 
nando, and Gen. MacArthur assempbled his 
troops and marched quickly after the 
scouts. The Montana regiment flanked the 
trenches on the left and the Kansas regi- 
ment attacked the enemy’s right flank, Gen. 
Funston leading the charge at the double 
quick.

STRONG MAGNETIC INFLUENCE. 


ATTRACT A SHIP’S NEEDLE AND 
CHANGE HER COURSE. 


aero ot 


New Explanation of the Wreck of the 
Atlantic Liner and of the Loss 
of the Mohegan and Her 
Human Freight. 


FALMOUTH, May 24.—The local scientist, 
Thomas Clark of Truro, whose study on the 
basic rocks of Cornwall has attracted much 
attention and has been discussed by several 
scientific institutions, said to-day that the 
Paris, like the Mohegan, was drawn out of 
her course by magnetic influence. 

“I have made this a particular study. 
Generally it is believed that there are no 
rocks on the British Isles whose power over 
the bar magnet or needle equals that of 


the compass rock at the apex of the island 
of Canna in the Hebrides. 

‘This is wrong, for I have obtained stones 
from Botallock mine, near St. Just in Corn- 
wall and from a quarry at Luneceston, 
whose magnetic power surpasses that of the 
Canna stone. The rocks along the coast of 
Cornwall, from Port Hallow along 
Lizard, are all more or less magnetic. 

‘‘—In the case of these miles of basic rock 
along the Cornish cliffs, where thousands 
of pounds of magnetic material are brought 
into motion by a storm, there must at 
times be an enormous increase of magnetic 
power. Of this power the sea would be no 
barrier, water being a conductor of mag- 
netism. 

It seems probable that the Paris cannot 
be floated if she is pulled off the rocks, 

The reports of the divers show that about 
70 feet of her bow is in very ‘bad condition 
and that there are numerous holes in her. 
The inner skin seems to be in bad condi- 
tion. Those who have examined her condi- 
tion say she cannot float without having 
an outside hull built. This would take, at 
the earliest calculation, three weeks, and 
by that time the ship would be broken to 
pieces by a storm. 

In his interview, one of the divers is re- 
ported as saying: " 

“T do not anticipate that the Paris will 
ever be refioated. She is pierced by rocks 
amidships, hen foreholds are badly dam- 
aged, the bulkheads are practically use- 
less, and even if she were got off the rocks 
I believe she would sink. 

“In my opinion the only remedy {sa false 
bottom, which it would take a month to 
complete, and I believe that even moder- 
ately rough weather in the meantime would 
break up the ship.”

MR. HAY WILL INVESTIGATE. 


Action of the Tokio Government Has 
Altered the Plans for the Ha- 
waiian Cable. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The attention of 
‘he State ‘Department has been called to the 
recent occupation by Japan of Marcus Is!- 
and in the Pacific. The acquisition of the 
istand by Japan has had the effect of 
changing the instructions given to the 
collier Nero, which is eurveying the cable 
route proposed by Rear Admiral BPrad- 
ford. . 

This route avolds Wake Island, which 
was taken possession of by ‘the gunboat 
Bennington, in the name of the United 
States. The route recommended by Rear 
Admiral |Bredford, and which the Nero its 
surveying, contemplated the laying of the 
cable between Honolulu and /Midway is!l- 
and, acknowledged to be American, which 
possesses a harbor capable, with slight im- 
provement, of accommodating vessels of 
eight feet draught. The distance betwean 
Honolulu and Midway is 1160 miles. A prop- 
osition Was then considered to*connect Mid- 
way and ‘Marcus Island, 1660 miles apart, 
(quam, the next cable station, ‘being only 
S40 miles distance from Marcus Island. Mar- 
cus Island is 1000 miles from Yokohome, and 
was placed by the United States man-of- 
war ‘Tuscora, in 1874, in latitude 23 degree# 
1) minutes north, longitude 154 degrees east. 
Reports received at the departmen regard. 
ing Wake Island show that it is of little 
Value for a cable station, being but a few 
teet above the level of the sea and fre- 
quentiy submerged. 

Information thas been received at the 
‘Navy Department that a vessel for gur- 
veying the gran cable route ‘between 
Victoria and Australia is about ready to 
Start. It is understood here that a station 
will be established probably at Fanning 
Island, also (British. The cost of the cable 
is estimated at $8,000,000, $1,000,000 of which 
has been subscribed by Canada. 


DEWEY NEEDS REST. 
Hopes That Two Weeks at Hong Kong 


Will Invigorate Him. 


NEW YORK, May 34.—A dispatch from 
Hong Kong quotes Admiral Dewey as say- 
ing on board the Olympia: 

“It is the responsibility that kills, During 
the year that has elapsed since we came 
to Manila, I have not had one sick day un- 
til now. A year ts long enough in this cli- 
mate for an old man, and I am glad to be 
permitted a rest. On this account I ex- 
pect to remain in long Kong two weeks. 
That ought to recuperate me. My Intention 
is to apend the time at Victoria Peak, 
where I hope to be absolutely free from 
worry. Nobody is more sensible of the 
kindness of the people who have extended 
me invitations, but I do not wish for en- 
tertainment. My health will not stand it 
at present. Two weeks of perfect gqutet 
at the Peak ought to make a new man of 
me. 

“T have the a enthusiasm in the 
future of the Philippines. I hope to see 
America’s possessions the key to Oriental 
commerce and civilization. 

“The brains of our great country will de- 
velop the untold agricultural richness of the 
islands, 

‘We must never sell them. Such an ac- 
tion would bring on another great war. 
We will never part with the Fn ppines. I 
am sure, and in future yeare the idea that 
anybody should have seriously suggested it 
will be one of the curiosities of history.” 


WORLD’S LARGEST STAMP MILL. 


Sixty Batteries Have Nine Stamps 
Each With Enormous Crush- 
ing Capacity. 

TACOMA, Wash., May 24.—The largest 
stamp mill in the world was started up on 
May 13 by D. O. Mills at the Treadwell 
mine on Douglas Island, Alaska. The new 
mill contains sixty batteries of five stamps 


each, with a Crushing capacity of four tong 
to each stamp every twenty-four hours. 
The Treadwell and its associated mines 
now have 880 stamps in operation. They 
erush 3520 tons of. ore every twenty-four 
hours, averaging about $4 per tom in gold, 
or $14,000 daily. One-third of this output 
is settled in concentrators and shipped to 
the Tacoma emelter. The other two-thirds 
or $9380 per day is the amount of gold 
actually released on Douglas Island.

INFLUX STEADILY GROWING. 


Inspector at Honolulu Reports That 
12,000 Japanese Have Arrived 
Since Annexation. 


WASITINGTON, May &4.—The rapid in- 
crease of Japanese immigration into Hawali 
has attracted the serious attention of the 
authorities here of late, and several of- 
ficial inquiries have been set on foot to 
learn the extent of the invasion and how 
it can be checked. 

The reports received by the immigration 
authorities are in line with press dispatches 
stating that the influx is steadily increas- 
ing. One official report from a United 
States inepector at ‘Honolulu states thai 
12,000 Japanese have arrived since the isl- 
ands were annexed to the United States. 
He also reports that in his opinion the total 
population of Asiatics by the end of the 
present year will exceed the total popula- 
tion of all other nationalities. 

Another official report comes from in- 
spector stationed on the Pacific Coast, who 
was sent on a special mission to Investi- 


gate the causes of this influx. He visited 
Japan as well as Hawaii, and the facts he 
obtained are expected to shed much light 
on the cause leading up to the recent heavy 
arrivals of Asiatics. Thus far only his pre- 
liminary report has been received, and this, 
it is understood, bears out the previous re- 
ports as to the extent of this immigration 
and the menacing results which may arise 
from it. 

The inspector at Honolulu states that one 
of the effects of the heavy increase of 
Japanese is to bring on race conflicts be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese, the former 


being gradually outnumbered as the domi-f{ 


nant Asiatic force in Hawaii, In a recent 
clash. it is stated by the report, several 
Chin@se were killed and a number wounded. 
At tne Japanese Legation it is said that 
the coming of Japanese to Hawall presents 
no new or serious question. An official of 
the Legation said to-day: 

“Japanese labor is almost essential in 
operating the large plantations in Hawail, 
and it {s naturally in much demand. But 
this is a condition inherent to Hawaii, 
and the Japanese Government and Japanese 
people canndt control it. Our Government 
in no way assists or encourages immigra- 
tion to Hawaii. There are imenigration 
brokers and\companies which carry on @ 
flourishing business, but these have no 

overnment status. The only action of the 

overnment in the matter is to license the 
brokers, in order to insure the protection 
of the immigrants against imposition, 
Some of the Japanese have urged that the 
population of Japan was so dense that 
there ought to be some outlet. But the 
Government has never taken up that idea, 
and there is no official system of deport- 
ing Japanese. 

“Since the islands were annexed to the 
United States, Hawalian affairs affecting 
Japan come under the legation here. But 
we have had no recent reports showing an 
alarming increase in the immigration. On 
the contrary, we are inclined to believe it 
will fall off by the expiration of the three 
year term which the immigrants spend 
abroad.”’

FAMINE AND A PEACE CONFERENCE. 
There is no rcason to doubt the Czar’s sincere desire for 
peace, but back of the Peace Congress is, perhaps, a political 
necessity. 
A writer who claims first hand knowledge of conditions in 
Russia declares that the emnire “is face to face with the 
most terrible and extensive famine that has devastated the 
Muscevite empire, either in modern or ancient times.” A 
population of 40,000,000 is directly affected and an expendi!ture 
of $200,000,000 is necessary to save the people from destruc- 
tion. 
But worse than this is the assertion that the famine was 
not brought on by any ill temper or stinginess of nature, but 
by the government itself. “The government, in order to pro- 
vide money for its standing army,’had confiscated and sold 
for non-payment of taxes the agricultural implements as 
well as the horses, the cattle, the sheep, the pigs and the 
poultry... In one village, according to the St. Petersburg Novoe 
Vremya, the tax gatherers seized every chicken in the place, 
about 600 in all." 
If half of this is true the Czar’s plea for disarmament is 
prompted—aside from any humanitarian scruples—by national 
exhaustion. He loves peace, but the compelling occasion of 
the conference is the utter inability of Russia to make further 
increases in her armament. France made this acknowledg- 
ment for herself several weeks ago. Possibly if the truth 
were known the other continental powers are in a similar 
condition. 
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Dr. Curtiss of Joliet proposes to purify Chicago sewage with 
ozone, so that Jcliet may safely partake of the waters of the 
drainage ditch. In this connection he says: “Chicago will not 
be able long to endure the ditch and boiling water, for they 
Will boil water just the same after the ditch is opened as now.

There 
will be a field of a dozen or more, and the 
race snould be one of the best Brooklyns 
ever run. This year, for the first time in 
the history of the race, it is likely that a 
$-year-old will go to the post favorite for 
the event. ‘This horse willl be Filigrane, 
the winner of the Metropolitan Handicap. 
On more than one occasion the tradition

THEY WON'T HAVE FR. CLUSE. 


BISHOP JANSSEN SAYS HE WILL 
| TAKE CHARGE FRIDAY. 


Members of the Opposition Insist [hat 
He Will Never Be Permitted to 
Enter St. Patrick’s Church 
While They Live. 


An exciting chapter in the story of St. 
Patrick’s Church fight in East St. Louis 
was added Wednesday morning at 8 o’ciock 
mass on the occasion of the May devotions, 
when the auditorium was more than half 
filled with communicants. 

Just prior to the close of the services 
Father James Downey undertook to read 
a conciliatory letter from Bishop Janssen 
in relation to his appointment of Vicar- 
General William Cluse as pastor of St. 
Patrick's. 

Scarcely the first sentence of the Bishop's 
epistle to the parishioners regarding the 
trouble had been read by Father Downey 
when the entire congregation rose and 
stampeded to the massive front doors. 

Father Downey, it is said, made. an 
earnest effort to control the excited parish- 
ioners, but they would not listen to him. 

Father Downey persisted in his efforts 
to read the Bishop’s letter. At every men- 
tion of Father Cluse’s name there was a 
storm of hisses from those who couldn’t get 
out and shouts of, ‘“‘We don’t want that 
German!” ““‘We won't have Cluse—we want 


Father Downey!” 

In less than five minutes the church was 
emptied. Father Downey finished reading 
the letter, but when he had closed the last 
of the communicants were leaving the 
church, 

One of the parishioners turned and, ad- 
dressing Father Downey, saia: 

“If Father Cluse ever gets into this 
church as its pastor it will be over our 
dead bodies!’ 

Then the doors were closed and the crowd 
stood on the pavement and talked .excitedly 
for nearly an hour. 

Father Downey refused to give the con- 
tents of the Hishop’s letter for publication. 
lie gaid: “I determined from the first to 
stani aloof from this controversy. It Is 
between the parishioners and the Bishop 
and I would be disioyal to my church if I 
should furnish the press a copy of the 
Bishop's letter.” 

Bishop Janssen’s letter informed the par- 
ishoners that Father Cluse would assume 
the pastorate of St. Patrick’s next Friday. 
The document’ will be read again by Father 
Downey at mass Thursday and Friday 
mornings. Then Father Downey will be 
superceded by Vicar General Cluse, accord- 
ing to the Bishop's crder. According to the 
parishoners the change will never be 
made. 

“If it were a matter’cf feiigion there Is 
no question that we would yield to the 
Bishop’s decree,”’ said M. J. Walsh, Presi- 
dent of the Catholic Knights of Illinois, 
“but it 46 a auestion of nationality and 
net religion In this fight end those who 
have subscribed to the remonstrance 
against the Bishop’s action in appointing 
Father Cluse will never yield.’’ 

Another who voiced President Walsh's 
sentiments said: “This trouble did not 
originate with Bishop Jannsen’s selection 
of Vicar General Cluse.. It dates back to 
the early centuries when the Teutons began 
their crusade against the Celts. It is 
claimed that Father Cluse was pastor of 
Irish parishes at Rumah and other places. 
That may be, and itr neg A is true, but they 
were not Mast St. Louis Irish, as the Bishop 
has already ascertained.’’ 

There will be no more day school in 8t. 
Patrick’s parish until the settlement of 
the church war. 

The school rooms were vacated Tuesday 
and the doors locked by the trustees. 

A rumor was spread in East St. Louis 
Wednesday morning that Bishop Janssen 
had received instructions from Mgr. Marti- 
nelli, papal delegate at Washington, to 
whom the Music Hall resolutions protesting 
against the appointment of Vicar-General 
Cluse were submitted to the effect that the 
Bishop's action was sustained. Bishop Jans- 
sen would not deny the rumor. He would 
onl ysay that he had forwarded a letter to 
Father Downey to be read to St. Patrick’s 
congregation three times, which was final 
so far as he was concerned. 


COPPER WIRE WAS MISSING. 


James Beirne, an Old Employe of the 
Union Depot Railway Co., Is 
Under Arrest. 


James Beirne worked for the Union Depot 
Railway Company and was an old and 
trusted employe. ~He had been with the 
company for years. It was his duty to 
watch the tracks of the Street Railway 
Company and keep them in repair. 

From time to time Beirne would report 
that the wires that are laid underground, 
eonnecting one rail with another—bond 
wires they are called—were gone. This was 
natural, as these wires, being of copper, 
are quite valuable and are a tempting bait 
for thieves. The company accepted Beirne’s 
reports and he obtained more wire every 
few days to replace the stolen bonds. 

The demands for wire to replace stolen 
wire grew heavier instead of decreasing, 
despite the work of detectives. It didn’t 
look reasonable, but there seemed no way 
out of it. 

But Tuesday night Sergeant Colestock of 
the Second District Police gaw Beirne’s 
wagon back up. alongside one belonging to 
Marcus Marquitis, a second-hand dealer, 
with whom the Union Depot Railway Com- 
pany had evidently no dealings. He inves- 
tigated. The Sergeant says Beirne was tin- 
loading a bundle of brand new copper wire 
into Marquitis’ wagon-—wire he had drawn 
from the company to replace stolen bonds. 

There are warrants out ge both men 
now. It is reported that Beirne has been 
doing this for months. Three distinct 
charges of petit larceny are against him.

STATE UNABLE TO PROVE HOW 
THE HOUSE WAS BURNED. 


LETTERS THAT ARE WITHHELD. 


Cannot Be Introduced By the Prosecu- 
tion Because a Link Is

The Pitkin arson case is progressing s!ow- 
ly in Judge Talty’s court. All Tuesday was 
consumed in getting evidence before the 
court and jury to show that the house Was 
burned and that it was »urposely set on 
fire. 

At noon Tuesday that point had not been 
established and Messrs. Rishup and llowe, 
the State’s counsel, were endeavoring to 
prove the corpus delecti. 

The State has a mass of evidence, con- 
sisting of letters and conversations, written 
and spoken by the accused, which it is 
contended would show that she desired the 
house to burn. Judge Haryey objected to 
the introduction of any of this evidence, 
contending that it was the first duty of the 
State to show that a crime had been com- 
mitted. He contended that the words of 
the accused could not be turned against 
her until it was proven that not only was 
the house burned, but that it had been 
purposely burned. Judge Talty sustained 
Judge Harvey’s objection. 

The aged Mr. Hopewell was again placed 
on the stand Wednesday. He told how he 
and ‘this aged wife had been taken into Mrs, 
Pitkin’s home. They were in charge of the 
house during Mrs. Pitkin’s absence, a year 
ago last April, in Eureka Springs. Mrs, Pit- 
kin returned on April 2%. that night the 
house was burned. it was shown by the 
firemen Wednesday that tire burned fiercest 
in'a closet on tne second floor and ina 
closet under the stairway. Hopewell tes- 
tified that the closets were emptv the day 
of the fire.

Dec. 1, 1897. Sheriff John Hinple of Ar- 
kansas will arrive Thursday morning to 
take Hall back to Arkansas for trial.

MISS SPOERIS DEATH, 


AUTOPSY SHOWS A CRIME WAS 
PROBABLY COMMITTED. 


SEVERAL ARRESTS ARE MADE. 


John 3B. Texier and Mrs. Henrietta 
Bamberger Called On by the Po- 
lice to Defend Themselves, 


The post-mortem examination of the body 
of Wilhelmina Spoeri, the 18-year-old girl 
whose death 11 months ago was attended 
with unusual circumstances, was held 
Wednesday morning by Dr, Louls J. Wol- 
fert in the Morgue. 

The.remains were in a fair state of 
preservation, considering the fact that they 
had been interred almost a year, and the 
doctor had but little difficulty in ascer- 
taining the cause of death. This was 


ascribed in the official report to Coroner 
Lloyd as being due to “septic endomitritis 
and metritis resulting from an operation.’’ 

The Coroner having discovered the girl's 
death to have been thus caused, it is de- 
clared to be incumbent upon the police to 
determine whether the operation was of a 
criminal nature. 

Chief Campbell immediately upon learning 
the result of Dr. Wolfert’s investigation, 
issued orders for thé arrest of John B. 
Texier, the young man accused by Mrs. 
Spoeri of causing her daughter’s death, and 
the midwife who is supposed to have per- 
formed the operation. She is alleged to 
have been Mrs. Henrietta Bamberger of 
919 Chouteau avenue. . 

The doctor who was called in, €. F. Rot- 
ter of 3009 Lemp avenue, will also be 
brought before Chief Campbell to tell what 
he knows’ about the cage. It is regarded 
as peculiar that having knowledge of the 
giri’s exact condition; he failed to ‘report 
it to the police. 

Texier, who is now éut on bond, ufder a 
charge of forgery, was arrested. Wednesday 
forenoon. He will be held, pending a thor- 
ough inquiry {into all the details. 

The father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Spoeri of 3432 -IHinois avenue, con- 
vinced by the finding of the autopsy that 
their daughter had béen ‘‘done to death,’’ 
are determined to spare no means to bring 
the culprits to their deserts. 

John B. Texier and Mrs. Henrietta Bam- 
berger were arrested by Detectives Har- 
rington and Lally at noon Wednesday. 

Texier is only 23 years old. He a 
Frenchman, coming to this country six 
years ago. He is rather alight of build and 
is an exceptionally neat dresser. He has 
large white teeth, a small curling mustache, 
black hair, parted in the middle and stand- 
ing erect. e protests that he 1s entirely 
innocent of any wrong doing in the case. 

He says that he and Wilhelmina Spoer! 
were engaged to be married. She died in 
July and the wedding was fixed to occur 
in the middle of August. He had known 
the girl for a long time. and they had been 
engaged for months. He declared no im- 
proper relations ever existed between them. 

He said that Mrs. Spoeri asked him to 
go with her and her daughter to Mrs. 
Bamberger’s. He went, but he did not 
know the girl’s condition. 

Mrs. Bamberger says that the Spoeri gir] 
boarded with her for a week. She says 
Wilhelmina was brought there by Mrs. 
Spoeri and by Texier. She declares that 
she did not know of the girl’s condition. 
She said that Mrs. Spoeri gave her $5, but 
that money was returned when the girl 
was taken away. Mrs. Bamberger will not 
make a detailed statement, saying she 
would consult a lawyer first. 

Chief Desmond has sent for Mrs. Spoert 
and for Dr. Rotter, who was present when 
the girl died.

AN EX-CONFEDERATE SOLDIER. 


He Is Charged With Embezzling Post- 
office Funds, But He Alleges That 
He Has Been Robbed. 


Maj. Charles W. Gassett, a veteran of the 
civil war, arrested on a charge of embez- 
zling postoffice funds at the Forest Park 
Sub-Station, of which he had charge, 
waived a preliminary examination before 
United States Commissioner Gray Wednes- 
day and was held for the grand jury in 
$500 bond. 

There are peculiar features of the case. 
The Government alleges Gassett is short 
in his acounts about $10. The investiga- 
tion has been in progress by Postoffice In- 
spector Meyers for several days and upon 
his official report the warrant against Gas- 
sett was issued. 


Gassett says that while he was unaware 
that a shortage existed he ew some one 
had taken money from his Place on more 
than. one occasion, although he hesitated to 
charge the theft to the suspected person. 

“I keep a small confeciionery,” said the 
Major ‘‘directly adjoining the branch sta- 
tion at Maryland and Euclid avenues. The 
cash receipts of my store and those belong- 
ing to the postoffice department have been 
mixed frequently of late. 

“T am not much of a bookkeeper and so 
I didn't er a close watch on the postal 
money. Besides, my compensation is small 
though it helped me along. 

“TI have not stolen a penny, though I will 
say that I have been systematically robbed 
for months. No, burglars were not the 
guilty parties. I am confident I know the: 
guilty person, but I could not mention his 
name. 

*“T was once well fixed and when finan- 
cial reverses came I took my medicine and 
said nothing. But to get a living I have 
never resorted to trickery or dishonesty.

LITTLE IDA TINKE OCRUSHED I0 
DEATH BY A CAR. 


SUCH ACCIDENTS INCREASING. 


Citizens Appealing Again to the City 
Officials and Street Car Companies 
for Life-Saving Devices. 


The crying necessity for fenders that will 
fend was again illustrated Tuesday evening 
for the third time within a week by an ac- 
cident which resulted in the death of little 
Ida Linke, five years old, at the corner of 
Highth and Soulard streets. 

A Southern electric car ran over the child 
and bruised and mangled the body. Ida 
was the daughter of Charles Linke, a cigar- 
maker living at 82 Julia street. She had 
been sent by an older sister to the grocery 
store at the corner, but she went across 
the street to make the purchase and was 
caught by the car as she returned. 

Officer Viehle picked up the bruised lit- 
tle body and carried it to the police sta- 
tion near by. ‘The child’s mother died two 
years ago. The father and three children 
now constitute the family. 

Only a few deys ago a child was killed 
at Jefferson and Chouteau, the fender not 
only fending, but actually dragging, the 
child 100 feet and crushing its head. From 
every home in the city comes an appeal to 
the street car ccrporations to provjde their 
oars, as in other cities, with fenders that 
will save life. There has been a constant 
demand upon the city officials to compel 
the street car age gee to help protect 
the children from the juggernaut of rapid 
transit, and now that warm weather impels 
the Httle ones to live outdoors the demand 
is louder and stre than ever—especial- 
ly since the season opens with three fatali- 
ties inside of one week. 

It has been shown that there {fs not a real- 
ly efficient fender now in the St. Louis 
street car service and that most of the de- 
vices in use are practically worse than 
none at all. Philadelphia appears io have 
solved the problem in a fender which is 
now attached to every street car in the‘city 
and a picture of which is given herewith. 

The scoop of the Philadelphia fender re- 
mains close to the paving, never naising or 
lowering from the position in which it may 
be set, and so it gets under a prostrate 
body without the possibility of crushing. 
It runs three feet ahead of the car, on littie 
rollers, and rounds a curve following the 
sweep of the ‘track, thus giving the same 
protection on a curve as elsewhere, with no 
possibility of a side collision. The scoop

trade, living at 3242 North Nineteenth street, 
was found dead in the cistern in the rear 
of his home, about 5:30 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. While it may possibly have been 
a case of suicide, the general opinion is that 
he was drowned accidentally, and the cir- 
cumstances tend to confirm this theory. 


The last seen of Mr. Martin alive was 
about 5 o’clock Wednesday morning, when 
he arose and dressed. He turned to his 
wife and said: 


He then left the room and went to the 
kitchen and from thence to the brick-paved 
back yard. He picked up a bucket and took 
it to the cistern, which has an old-fashioned 
square box over it, the water being drawn 
up by means of a bucket and a rope. 

It is supposed that Mr. Martin leaned 
down in the box to look at the brickwork 
lining the cistern, in which he contemplated 
having some changes made; that he lost his 
balance, fell in and was unable to extricate 
himself. (No one heard any outcries, but 
the man might have screamed himself 
hoarse before any sound would have 
reached the upper air. 

Mrs. Martin arose about 5:8 o’clock. She 
saw that no preparations were made for 
breakfast, so she called her husband. He 
did not answer; she became alarmed, and 
arousing her three sons, F. W., August and 
Julius Martin, they began searching for 
him. The open cistern box attracted their 
attention and gazing in they saw the body 
floating on the water. Life was extinct. — 
With the aid of neighbors, Mr. Martins 
body was removed and turned over to the 
Coroner, while the police were notified. 
Julius Martin, in speaking of his father’s 
death Wednesday morning, said: 

“We have no reason in the world to be- 
lieve that it was anything except an acci- 
dent. When I left father last night he 
was fixing the brick paving. It was near- 
ly dark, and I told him to leave off work 
and I'd help him in the morning. He said 
he would and he did. He had planned re- 
airs to the house and. to the cistern and

JOSEPH BEAHAN SERIOUSLY

Beahan’s Brother John Was Trying to 
Collect a Bill When the

Joseph Beahan of 223 Sheridan avenue 
was shot and perhaps fatally wounded by 
George McGinty in the latter’s saloon, 188 
North Eighteenth street, shortly after 8 
o'clock Tuesday night. ~ 
The bullet penetrated Beahan’se chest. 
Beahan is now in the City Hospital. Dr. 
Nietert says. he has an even chance for 
recovery. 

McGinty was arrested and locked up at 
the Fifth District Station. 

The shooting was the outcome of a dis- 


ute between McGinty and John P. Beahan, 
rother of the injured man. 

According to eye-witnesses John Beahan, 
who is a carriage builder, called on Mc- 
Ginty to collect a bill for services r- 
formed. He was accompanied by his brother 
and a young man named William Hart. 
It is claimed McGinty refused payment, 
alleging the amount asked was exorbitant. 
A heated argument followed. 

During the discussion a round of drinks 
was ordered. Settlement therefor was de- 
manded, but Beahan demurred, saying he 
was merely clearing up a just debt. Further 
requests for the money were of no avail 
and McGinty finally told the trio to leave 
the place. They replied that they would 
when they got ready. McGinty rafl behind 
the counter, drew his revolver and fired at 
the Beahan brothers. 

An instant later Joe Beahan dropped to 
the floor. 

“I'm shot,” he said, and then he lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 

The police were notified and an ambulance 
summoned. 

McGinty was at his place when the pat- 
trolman appeared, but the weapon was no- 
where to be found. He steadfastly denied 
having shot the young man, but those in 
the saloon at the time, including Paul 
Held, the bartender, emphatically assert 
that he did. At the Police Station McGinty 
virtually admitted the charge. 

Joseph Beahan is 23 years old and was a 
member of the Sixth Missouri Volunteer 
Infantry, recently mustered out of eervice. 
He was able to talk Wednesday morning. 
“It was all done so quickly,” he said 
“that I really don’t know who shot me. f 
took no part in the conversation between 
my brother and McGinty, though I was 
aware that he owed John some money. 
‘We did not go there with the intention 
of squaring the bill in drinks, because the 
bill was not euch a@ small one as that. 
But, naturally, when McGinty declined to 
hand over the money, hn retaliated by 
holding back on the drinks. That angered 
MeGinty and he tried to force us out of the 
saloon. As we jad in nowise acted disor- 
derly we hesitated before complying. Then 
came the revolver play and I felt the bullet 
enter my chest.”
